“El Camino Gave Me Direction” 


(This is one of a continuing series of 


reports on how former students are 
meeting their career goals. Harold G. 
Wood attended El Camino College from 
1981 to 1985. His two sisters and one 
brother also have attended El Camino. 
His family lives in Torrance.) 


When Hareic- С. Wood attended El 
Camino, being involved in student 
government was, what he calls, "an 
unforgettable experience." So mem- 
orable was his term as student senator 
for the vocational division that he used 
it as a stepping stone to his current 
position with the Office of Vocational 
and Adult Education within the United 
States Department of Education in 
Washington D.C. 

As confidential assistant to the 
Assistant Secretary, Wood assists with 
overall management of the office, 
providing advice on the myriad of 
office policy, program and legislative 
changes. 

“It was El Camino College that 
provided me the time and opportunity 
to find my goal" said Wood. "El 
Camino gave me my direction and 
showed me how to find my leadership 
potential." 

Wood, now 30, said his days on 
campus were centered on his involve- 


ment with student government and he 
even credits that activity with his 
choice of a transfer university. 

“There is truly a lasting quality 
that comes as one serves in a student 
leadership capacity," he said. “Аз I 
remember, USC had invited the El 
Camino student officers to attend a 
luncheon on their campus and that 
orientation to student leadership had a 
great deal of influence with my decision 
to attend USC and major in public 
administration." 

As part of his bachelor's program 
at USC, Wood had an internship with 
the California State Department of 
Education and for the Chancellor's 
Office for the California Community 
College System in Sacramento. He 
earned a Master's degree in public 
administration, also from USC, and 
received a White House appointment 
to the Department of Education. 

Explaining the work done by the 
Department's Office of Vocational and 
Adult Education, Wood said it ad- 
ministers two major education acts, 
the Carl Perkins Vocational Education 
Act and the Adult Education Act. Both 
directly affect community colleges as 
well as other two and four-year institu- 
tions. Currently, Congress is in the 
midst of reauthorizing the Perkins Act 
and Wood is closely monitoring all

pertinent legislation. 

In a recent letter to Harold Tyler, 
director of student affairs at El Camino, 
Wood expressed his gratitude for the 
foundation the college gave him:
